Fall Setting of Trees, Plants and Vines. 


FaJl is a very desirable time to set Apple. Plum. Cherry. Pear and in fact 
all hardy trees, plants and yines. The roots calous and often start new roots 
and are ready for immediate growth in early spring. Ifthe following summer 
is dry the advantage of Fall Setting is very marked, the roots having become 
caloused and ready forearly growth and the soil having become settled 
around the roots the trees are well able to withstand a long continued drouth. 

It is also possible to obtain a much better selection of stock in fall than in 
spring, afterall of some varieties have been sold. We strongly recommed the 
setting of Blackberries and Red Raspberries in fall as they do much better 
than when set in thespring. Strawterries and Blackcap Raspberries may ke 
set in the fall but should have careful mulching,

door planting should be done : 
carly in the fall to seeure healthy plants. vigorous follage dnd beautiful lowers, 
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Bulbs for Winter and Spring Blooming.

Bulbs are the surest to bloom and inost easily grown of all flowers,

tirely hardy and make a marvelous display of fine blooms-very early in 
the spring long before other Nowers begin blooming 

September, October and November are the best months for planting 
but often good success is had in planting as late as the last of December. 

Protection. lixcept when otherwise stated the bulbs in this 
catalogue are perfectly hardy, but it is desrable to cover the beds with 
litter of some kind during the winter, to prevent freezing and thawing, 

Hardy bulbs which have grown and bloomed in pots while not 
equal to out-door buibs, may be driet off, kept dry untit fall, then 
planted in open gronnd where they willopen bloom well. It is not 
desirable to try to force bulbs after having been once forced.

Directions for Winter Forcing. 


Byery one shonald row at least a few bulbs in pots for winter blooming 
No class of flowers are so sure to bloom and give general satisfaction, 
{oman and Dutch Wyaeinths, Eurly single and Dace Van Thod Dulips, 
Polyantha Narcissus, Fressias, Crocus, Oxalis, and others, may be ensily 
made to furnish an abauudance of the most fragrant and beautiful blooms in 
the house from Christinas until spring. Tauey should be planted from sen 
tember to December in good sandy potting soil, in boxes about five Inches 
in depti, or in five or six ineh pots, about three ar four Roman Hvacinths 
or Tulips, to each pot, and other small bulbs in proportion, Large ITyr- 
cinths should be planted singly, Place the crown of the bulb jasc below 
the top of the soil, and press the soil down firmly around the bulb. ‘Che 
soil should be left about three quarters of an inch below the the top of thie 
pot for convenience in watering. Lmmediatly aftor pottityr set the pats in 
water until thoroughly moistened to the surface, then seb mwiay TUR Ke olay ne 
dry, dark cellar for the roots to develop. After abont four weves bey will 
be ready to be brouvht up and placed in a light window where the ney or 
ature is not too high, where they will sonn bloom, Thev need nob all be 
brought to the light at oue time, bubimay be broaehn Up ab inhervils te 
furnish a succession of binoms. Arter blooming dry off gradually aad the 
following September the bultis may be planted in the ground for autdeor 
blooming the next spring,
